MADISON. WI*.. May 2 1 — In a 
letter sent to all members of the leg­ 
islature, Commissioner of Insurance, 
Herman L. Kkcrn. urges immediate 
action to protect life and property in 
the state charitable and penal insti­ 
tutions. 
Accompanying the letter is 
a complete report on each institu­ 
tion made by the Independence in­ 
spection h a re m of Philadelphia for

insurance fund.

chief improvement urged by the bu­ 
reau and by Commissioner Ekern is 
the installation of sprinkler equip­ 
ment, particularly at the hospitals 
for the insane at Oshkosh and Men­ 
dota.
